For nearly two years Dr. Harper has 
been in poor health, and about one year 
ago underwent an operation for appendi- 
citis. This did not result in permanent 
improvement, and it was finally decided 
that a second operation was necessary. It 
was generally thought by the physicians 
that it would reveal a cancerous condi- 
tion of the intestines near the head of 
the colon. This diagnosis was confirmed 
by the operation_this afternoon. ‘ 

The operation, from a surgical stand- 
point, was a success. The patient rallied 
well from the shock and is to-night in a 
condition that gives every promise of an 
early recovery from the effects of the 

The full recovery of Dr. Har-

He waved his hand to the motorman of 
the approaching train and shouted: ‘‘Come 
siowly.””, The motorman had shut off 
power just about the time the front 
wheels of the first car hit the switch. 
Then came a rumbling sound as the 
wheels left the rails and went crashing 
over the cinder roadbed, throwing the 
first car up against the steel pillars which 
brace the tunnel arch.

The passengers on the wrecked local 
did not know what had happened.

| TRAGEDY ON A LINER. 


| Two Passengers Agree to Die and 
One Succeeds.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 22.—Two men, 
one a Scot and the other a Finn, at- 
|tempted suicide during the voyage on the 
| peammer Haverford, which arrived here to- 
j day. One of the men, a scion of one of 
Scotland’s oldest families, succeeded, and 
his body was buried at sea. The Finn is 
|hovering between life and death at 
Queenstown. 

After the liner had started from Liver- 
pool the two men were frequently seen 
together. The Scot, George Torrance, had 
been an instructor at the University of 
| Edinburgh, and had recently lost his wife 
and two children. Physicians had advised 
him to take an ocean voyage. 

The Finn, Pul Mensikoff, had met with 
business reverses in his own country as 
the result of the persecution of his coun- 
trymen.by Russians. He had entered into 
a political conspiracy in an attempt to 
jright his country and his own wrongs. 
The conspiracy was discovered and he was 
forced to flee, while his wife was dying 
at home. 
Finn and Scot spent hours together, and 
finally agreed to die together. Subse- 
| quently they were found with their throats 
cat. Torrance died soon afterward, and 
when the liner put in at Queenstown the 
Finn’was taken ashore.

“The feeling that perfect Hberty of 
thought and expression is prohibited in a 

majority of the pulpits hinders 


Furthermore, 
inadequate salaries tend more than any- 
thing else to dismiss the influence and 
importance of the minister in the social 
and civic life of the community.”

ANSWER STATE BOARD TO-DAY 


President Winter Says the Equipment 
Will Be Best Made—New Cars 
to be Larger. 


President Winter of the Brookiyn Rapid 
Transit Company announced last night 
that $2,500,000 would be spent at once 
by that corporation to provide additional 
equipment for elevated and surface lines, 
The entire amount, President Winter said, 
would be invested in new cars, orders 


for which already had been placed with 
various car-building concerns. 

While the authorization of this large 
expenditure for new rolling stock follows 
closely upon the recommendations made 
by the State Railroad Commission for 
wholesale improvements in service, Presi- 
dent Winter declared that the purchases 
had in no way been prompted by any 
action of the State Railroad Commis- 
sioners. 

“We are constantly purchasing new 
cars, as our service demands it, and this 
last order is merely incidental to that 
policy,” he sald. 

Ten days were allowed to the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company in which to an- 
swer memoranda of suggestions made br 
the State Railroad Commission at the 
close of its hearings on Feb. 14. Mr. Win- 
ter said the answer would be sent to the 
commission some time to-day. He de- 
clined to discuss what the answer would 
be. It was for the commission to make 
his-answer public, he said, should that 
body see fit. 

Of the aggregate 2,500,000, it was 
learned, about $1,000,000 will be spent for 
new cars for the elevated lines in Brook- 
lyn and the rest for the surface roads. 
About 330 new cars have been ordered. 
One hundred of these cars will be for = 
on the elevated lines and 200 on the suf- 
face lines. About fifty other cars de- 
signed fer miscellaneous purposes have 
been ordered. 

“All the cars ordered,”’ sdid President 
Winter, “* will be of a strictly modern and 
vastly improved type. We have deter- 
mine&to get for our patrons the very best 
the car builders of the country can 
turn out, regardless of expense. The new 
surface cars will be much larger than 
those used at present on our Ifhes. The 
cars will be delivered at stated periods, 
and as they reach us will be put into com- 
mission. If the manufacturers stick to 
their promises we will have the order 
complete by midsummer.” 

President Winter was asked what ar- 
rangement had been made to provide the 
large sum necessary to defray the ex- 
penditure. 

“The sum has been voted, and the 
Finance Committee of the board will take 
care of that part,’’ was his reply. “ It is 
purely a matter of finance, and as such 
I don’t think of any particular interest to 
the public. It is not necessary to discuss 
that.” 

Mr. Winter said he was not in a posi- 
tion to discuss in detail on what lines the 
cars would be placed. The State Railroad 
Commission, in its recommendations, sug- 
gested additional cars on almost every 
line to bring the service up to the stand- 
ard of efficiency deemed necessary. 

On the elevated lines the commission 
recommended that from 20 to 75 per cent. 
more cars be placed in operation, adding 
one car to each train during rush hours 
and adding new trains. The Commission-

No arrangements were made for 
policing the gathering, but Capt. Murtha 
of the Eldridge Street Station smelt a| 
mouse and had his reserves there soon 
after the meeting opened..

AMERICAN MILITARISM. 


Object Lessons for England Seen by 
Sir H. Vincent. 


From The Pall Mall Gazette. 

‘* While the United States can, on emergence), 
put 17,000,000 men under arms, we are content 
to cut and pare regular and auxiliary forecs, 
to let them drift and melt away, and to take 
little or no thought for the morrow.’’ This, In 
brief, was the moral of an extremely interest- 
ing lecture on the United States Army delivered 
by Col. Sir Howard Vincent, M. P., before the 
members of the Royal United Service Institu- 
tion. 

Sir Howard has recently been on one of his 
tours through the States, and is fuil of ad- 
miration for the manner in which the Amert- 
can manages his military as well as his civil 
affairs. He pointed out to his audience how 
incorrect it wae to assume that preparation for 
war had formed no part of the National de- 
velopment of the American people, and said 
that, although the regulars at present only 
numbered 3,700 officers and 67,000 men, it was 
pessible at a cal] from the President to actual- 
ly call into being an army 2,000,000 in excess 
of the estimated aggregate of the mobilized 
armies of Europe. 

Comparing the soldiers of America and Eng- 
land, Sir Howard expressed the opinion that 
the men of our country had a better time, al- 
though they were not so well paid as their 
American cousins. They were less hard- 
worked, had an opportunity of seeing more of 
the world, and of life, had quarters in pleas- 
| ant garrison towns instead of on dull frontier 
| posts or in the malarial swamps of the Phiiip- 
pines, and had a far greater chance of active 
service and of distinguishing themselves. The 
American Secretary of War, on the other hand, 
| claimed that the troops of the United States 
were the best fed, the best clothed, and the 
test sheltered troops in the world. 

The lecturer, speaking as one personally ac- 
quainted with nearly every military school on 
the Continent, and as one who had ‘ wasted 
eighteen months at Sandhurst in the dark 
ages,’’ was full of praise for the excellent, if 
Spartan, life led by officers at West Point. The 
institution turned out polished men. Dancing, 
for instance, was an obligatory study. ‘‘ Must 
I learn to dance, Sir?"’ said a cadet to the

THE BRIDGE JAM. 


| Responsibility Rests with the City to | 


Force the Use of a Loop. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In to-day’s Times Commissioner McAdoo 
‘is reported as having spent an hour on 
Saturday afternoon watching the strug- 
gling crowds at the Manhattan end of the 
bridge. Mr. McAdoo’s reported comment 
was: ‘I am going to ‘ put it up’ to the 
railway people. @t is really disgraceful, 
and the crowding and rushing are partic- 
ularly hard on women and frail people.’’ 

I frequently have watched the crush at 
the bridge myself, and it is a pitiable 
sight. The crush is cruel to the people 
and disgraceful to the city, to say the 
least. Yet I am convinced that the rail- 
way people need better terminal facilities 
to give relief, and that the city alone is 
in position to provide them. 

The plan of relief suggested by many 
railway experts seems to me to be simple, 
practicable, and effective, and might be 
promptly carried out by the city. This 
plan is to let the cars .coming over one 
bridge return by the other bridge through 
the streets of Manhattan. 

The chief problem in this plan is to get 
the connections in Manhattan. The quick- 
est possible way would be to run Brook- 
lyn surface and elevated cars over exist- 
ing surface and elevated tracks in Man- 


hattan after these have been properly con- | 


nected with the bridges. The people of 
Manhattan evidently do not want any 
more elevated roads, and a subway seems 
to be clearly impracticable owing to the 
height of the present bridge structures 
and the relatively short distance between 
the bridges. 

How, therefore, could existing elevated 
and surface tracks be used? The Brook- 
lyn surface cars run with power adjust- 
ments different from Metropolitan sur- 
face cars. This problem engineers would 
have to deal with, but the city might in- 
sist that the Brooklyn cars be permitted 
to use overhead wires placed under the 
Manhattan elevated structure between the 
bridges; taking for granted, of course, 
that there would be an elevated road built 
from the Williamsburg Bridge through 
Delancey Street to connect with existing 
north and south lines. The third rail on 
the Manhattan elevated line could prob- 
ably be used by the present Brooklyn 
elevated cars. 

The opposition of the Metropolitan Com- 
pany to the use of its surface tracks by 
the Brooklyn company and the opposition 
of the Manhattan Elevated Company to

HOW OLD IS APHRODITE ? 


| An Analysis of the Metal and Coloring 
Matter Suggested. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It seems to me that the question of the 
age of that inspired statue of Aphrodité 
could be more nearly guessed at if the aid 
| of the analytical chemist and petrograph- 
|} er was secured. Let an analysis be made 
lof the metal pin which served to fasten 
on the missing first finger of the right 
hand. Is it iron or bronze? No harm 
would be done to the statue if the remain- 
ing metal were filed off for such a test. 
Let a little of the surface be scraped off 
from some unimportant point and tested. 
Is it beeswax or parafine? Or an acid or 
chemical? Finally, chip off a small piece 
from the bottom of the pedestal and make 
a thin section. This could be compared, 
|under polarized light, with the marble 
from modern and ancient Grecian quarries 
; and the origin of the stone determined. A 
discovery that the metal is bronze, that 
the color is due to beeswax, that the 
marble is Parian, would eliminate the 
major part of the argument of many

FREE TICKETS FOR THE BLIND. 


| Work of the Bureau Which Tries to 
Provide Artistic Pleasure for Them. 


| To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A year ago the first accounts of the 
| werk of the Committee for Tickets for the 
Blind appeared. The object of the com- 
mittee is to secure for blind people who 
cannot afford to pay for tickets free ad- 
mission to musical and dramatic enter- 
talnments. Tickets which otherwise would 
often not be used are sent by managers 
and subscribers to a central bureau, from 
whence they are distributed to blind peo- 
ple at their homes and to some few in- 
mates of institutions. 

The blind are at such a disadvantage 
that many of the most intelligent are not 
only debarred from the many enjoyménts 
of seeing people, but also, being unable to 
make enough money, from the artistic 
pleasures which are open’ to them and 
which they often appreciate more keenly 
than others. The blind not only like 
music, but care for the opera, theatre, &c. 

William B. Wait, Principal of the New 
York Institute for the Blind, wrote last 
year to a member of the committee: 
“ Your idea is worthy alike of acceptance 
of the public spirited men who manage 
entertainments and of all philanthropic 
people.”’ 

The committee has no debts, but funds 
are now urgently needed for postage, 
printing, and Secretary work.
